ROME, April 20 (AP)— 


Nearly complete returns in the 


senatorial phase of the Italian 


elections today gave the Amer- 


iean-backed Christian Demo- 


eratic party almost half the 


total vote in the crucial elec- 
tion battle between Russia and 
the west. 


For the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, returns from more than 
half the country’s precincts 
indicated a similar crushing 
defeat for the Communists. 
Running steadily at a two to 
one pace against the Com- 
munists, the returns indicated 
that the Christian Democrats, 
if aidéd by the other anti- 
Communist parties, would have 
undisputed control of both 


houses of the new Parliament. 
Ministry of Interior returns 
from 40,407 of the 41,648 electoral 
sections in the Senate vote gave 
combined anti-Communist parties 


12,400,576 to 5,832,253 for the Popu- 
lar Front coalition of Communists 
and left-wing Socialists, 

The Christian Democrats had 
9,246,443 of, these votes, or 47.9 per 
cent, to 30.5 per cent for the Front. 
The anti-Communist Socialists 
had 1,348,511, or 7 per cent; the 
National Bloc, 1,295,490, or 6.6 per 
cent: the Republicans, 510,131, or 
26 per cent. The remaining per- 
centage is accounted for in the 
vote for tiny parties. 

The official returns on the 
Chamber of Deputies were far be- 
hind the unofficial estimates, but 
the latest Ministry figures showed | 
a trend similar to the Senate vote. | 
In 21,726 precincts the Ministry 
figures gave the Christian Demo- 
crats 6,388,305; the Front, 4.546, 
538: the anti-Communist Social- 
ists, 950.285; Republicans, 360,152; 
National Bloc, 424,320; Italian So- 
cial movement (Fascist), 249,456, 
and Monarchists, 302,303. é‘ 

The vote for some of the minor 
parties was expected to swell the 
anti-Communist total. There are 
44 minor parties in all.

Gasperi Pieased. 

Alcide de Gasperi, Italy's Chris- 
tian Democratic Premier, said the 
returns were beyond his fondest 
dreams. De Gasperi said his 
ty'’s victory’ showed Italy's “firm 
intention not to be Bolshevized.” 
De Gaspori has already declared 
he will not permit Communists in 
a new government. 
stand wag reinforced by Vice Pre- 
mier Giuseppe Saragat, who also | 
is head of the anti-Communist So-

Saragat asserted “the Commu- 
nists will not be admtited into 
Italy's new government.” He add- 
ed: “The Italian election means a 
rebirth of democracy in Europe. 
The victory of democratic forces 
is a great setback to Russia, and 
to Communist plans for expansion. 
Italy is now a part of western Eu- 
rope, and not of the Balkans.” 

The Communists had little to 
say. Pietro Ingrao, director of the 
Communist newspaper L/’Unita, 
said in a formal statement that 
the Front “without doubt will rep- 
resent a decisive element in the 
future Parliament and in the coun. 


Parliament Meets May &. 

The Parliament. the Italian Re- 
public's first, meets May 8 to or- 
ganize, and on May 10 will select 
a president for a seven-year term. 
The president then will name the 
premier, who must win a confi- 
dence vote in both houses. 

Thus the importance of anti- 
Communist control of both houses 
of Parliament, since either House, 
under Communist domination, 
could withhold a vote of confi- 
dence from a-non-Communist pre- 
mier. 

Some observers pointed out that 
While many of the minor parties 
are labeled anti-Communist, it is 
not absolutely certain their leaders 
would join an anti-Communist 
coalition in either house. So in

Premier Coniesses He Was Too 
Pessimistic Before Vote. 
ROMk, April 20 (AP)—Premier 


Alcide de Gasperi, confessing that 


he had been. too pessimistic about 
Italy's elections, told Italians to- 
day the chief reason for his par- 
ty’s victory was the nation’s “firm 
intention not to be bolshevized.” 

The Premier's statement, broad- 
cast over the Italian radio net- 
work, said he expected his party 
would have a plurality in the vote 
Sunday and Monday for selection 
of mémbers of the republic’s first 
Parliament. 

“But I never dreamed of af- 
firming, as they (the Communist- 
dominated Popular Front) did, 
that we would have an absolute 
majority,” the statement said, 

This was the first intimation 
that the Premier shared an ex- 
pressed be ef of some of his party 
lieutenants that the Christian 
Democrats might wind up con- 
trolling both houses of Parliament, 

Political Maturity. 

De Gaspeti said his opponents 
of the left had carried their tac- 
tics to,adbeurdity. Their defeat 
was due to the understanding and 

litical. maturity of the Italians, 


e said. 

The Christian Democratic leader 
said it was a discussion of na- 
tional problems which claimed 
most of the attention in the cam- 
paign. He added that everywhere 
he had found a great interest and 
affection for Trieste, the free ter- 
ritory formed from Italian soil 
which the western powers have 
suggested be returned to Italy. 

De Gasperi recalled his frequent 
admission that the Government 
had made mistakes. but explained 
the problems of postwar Italy are 
difficult. He added: 

“The Italian people, without 
doubt had in the first place a 
firm intention not to be bolshe- 
viged. They recognized, in the 
second place, that the men in the 
Government are good men who 
have made every effort for the re- 
co ction of the country and 
improvement of its economic sys- 

m.“ 


De Gasperi said he was leaving 
Viminale Palace to “go home and 
tell my wife.” He had been at 
the palace,ewatching the returns, 
since dawn today. 

Trusted the People. 

De Gasperi had made it clear 
he would not consider taking the 
Communists back into the Cabinet 
if he again was named Premier in 
the post-election government. 

“The Cabinet shakeup which led 
to the fourth Cabinet (in May, 
1947, when the Communists and 
leftwing socialists were ousted 
from the Government) was a cour- 
ageous act and an act of confi-

The average American automobile

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, ad- 
dressing the Board of Aldermen 
at its first meeting of the 1948-49 
session today, pledged the city 
administration to a _ pelicy of 
“strict economy” and outlined the 
legislative program which the ad- 
ministration will sponsor during 
the year, 

The budget for the fiscal year, 
which is being completed by the 
fiscal authorities and which will 
be the aldermen’s first considera- 


the Mayor said. This would be 
about $2,500,000 more than last 
year. 

Most important of the measures 
to be sponsored by the administra- 
tion this session, the Mayor said, 
would be a bill to levy an earnings 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent on 
the gross incomes of individuals 
and net profits of corporations, 

ll Not Yet 8 

Such a measure will be submit- 
ted to the Board of Aldermen, “if 
and when the city obtains the 
‘green light’ from Jefferson City,” 
Mayor Kaufmann said. Enabling 
legislation was passed by the 
State Legislature at its recent ses- 
sion, but the bill has fot yet been 


signed by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 


"I have every hope that this 
tax will accomplish much for our 
city,” the Mayor told the alder- 
men. “Among other things, it is 
my wish to see us in a position to 
reduce and remove some of our 
present ‘nuisance taxes.’ How 
far we can go in this direction, 
of course, cannot be determined 
until we know from experience 
just how much we can count on 
from this new revenue source.” 

It has been estimated that the 
earnings tax would provide an ad- 
ditional $5,000,000 annually. 

The Mayor said he hoped “im- 
proved financial conditions” would 
allow the adoption of a retirement 
plan for city employes and estab- 
lishment of the proposed municipal 
rubbish collection system. Neces- 
sary ordinances for effecting these 
proposals will be submitted to the 
aldermen, he said. 

Unregulated Dump Problem. 

Coincident with the establish- 
ment of a rubbish collection sys- 
tem, the Mayor said he would ask 
the aldermen to direct their atten- 
tion to the “serious problem pre- 
sented by numerous unregulated 
private dumps scattered about the 
city.” They no longer would be 
needed with the advent of munici- 
pal rubbish collection and the 
smoke elimination, flyash and air 
pollution programs “can never be 
completely effective until dumping 
of combustible materials is pro- 
hibited by law,” he said. 

He said the board would be 
asked to give further attention to 
the regulation of taxicabs with a 
view toward requiring posting of 
adequate liability and property 
damage insurance and metering of 


‘| vehicles. 


In concluding his talk, the May- 
or directed the attention of the 
board members to the fact that 
the Anti-Slum Commission at pres- 
ent is working on plans for sub- 
mission of a bond issue proposal 
to the public to provide funds for 
clearance of blighted areas. 

“When the plan has been per- 
fected,” he said, “your careful at- 
tention and favorable considera- 
tion will be sought and I am hope- 
ful you will see fit to submit the 
bond issue proposal to the elec- 
torate.“ 

Third Street Highway Bill. 

A measure authorizing the city 
to execute a contract with the 
Missouri State Highway Commis- 
sion for construction of the first 
link in the proposed inter-regional 
highway, from South Twelfth 
street and Gravois avenue to Third 
street and Clark avenue, was in- 
troduced in the board today. 

Under the contract, the city 
would pay one-third of the cost 
of land acquisition, surveys and 
plans. The balance of the cost, in- 
cluding full construction cost, 
would be borne by the state and 
federal governments. A total of 
$8,465,628 in federal funds has 
been allocated for the project. 

The highway would be four 
lanes in width with sufficient 
right-of-way for the construction 
of two additional lanes. Major 
streets traversed by the highway 
would be carried either over or 
under the roadway. Nineteen 
streets, bearing lesser traffic 
loads, would be cut off by the 
highway and the traffic on them 
diverted to other streets, 

Other bills introduced included 
one by Alderman Jasper C. Cas- 
ton for a traffic light at Eigh- 
teenth and Chestnut streets; an- 
other by Alderman Carl W. Guet- 
schow for a traffic light at Chip- 
pewa street and Watson road and 
also a bill prohibiting railroads to 
block grade crossings with trains 
more than five minutes in any 
one hour,

200,000 IN OTHER AREAS 


Coal Production Halted in Most of Major 
Illinois Pits—District Head Recom- 
mends Men Return at Once. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 20— 
Illinois members of the United 
Mine Workers renewed their walk- 
out today, halting coal production 
in nearly all the state’s major 
mines, in protest against John L. 
Lewis’s conviction for coatempt 
of court. There were about 23,000 
miners idle in IIIInols, and 
over 200,000 more in 12 other 
states. 


Production of soft coal was just 
beginning to approach normal 
after a 29-day strike over the 
miners’ pension dispute when the 
court crackdown on Lewis precipi- 
tated another crisis, 

At some mines the men reported 
for work this morning, held hur- 
ried conferences and then went 
back home. At most of the Iili- 
nois pits, however, crews did not 
even report. The question of 
whether to work had been decided 
when the day shift came out of 


the diggings yesterday and heard 
the news that the head of their 
union had been convicted. 

An unofficial check indicated 
that the only major UMW mine 
still operating in Tlinols today 
was Peabody Coal Co. Mine No. 58 
at Taylorville. The 400 employes 
there went to work as usual, but 
at nine other Peabody mines in 
Illinois the 3500 employes stayed 
hide e operations ceased, Two 
Peabody mines in Kentucky and 
one in West Virginia likewise 
were shut down. | 

George F. Campbell of Chicago, 
president of the Illinois Coal Op- 
erators’ Association, said “only a 
scattered few mines” in the state 
were operating. 

Hugh White, UMW district 
president for Illinois, announced 
at Springfield he was recommend- 
ing that the miners return to work 
at once.

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PARAGUAY ARMY 
BUILDINGS FOILED 


Men Said to Have En- 
tered Nation From Ar- 
gentina—Plot to Kill

ASUNCION, April 20 (AP) — 
Paraguay’s acting Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mario Ferrario, said today a 
young army lieuténant had been 
killed, preventing a dawn attempt 
by 100 men to seize thé First 
Cavalry Division headquarters 
near Asuncion. 

Ferrario said sbversive agents 
crossed the Paraguay river from 
Argentine soll under cover of a 
drizzling rain and were unseen 
by border guards of either nation. 

He said the men made their 
way in groups of seven to 10 to 


the division’s headquarters at 
Campo Grande( outside Asuncion. 
The men were armed with ma- 
chine guns, rifles and hand gren- 
ades, and planned to kill all offi- 
cers of the division, he continued, 
The Campo Grande headquarters 
is the largest military unit near 
the capital. 

Ferrario said other groups, still 
not identified, were supposed to 
kill President Higinio Morinigo 
and memibers of the cabinet. He 
declared the attack confirmed 
the government's assertion last 
week that the Communists have a 
plot to overthrow Paraguay’s gov- 
ernment, 


PRESIDENT QUITS 
IN COSTA RICA 


SAN JOSE, April 20 (UP)— 
Costa Rica’s President Teodoro 
Picado resigned today. He an- 
nounced the unconditional surren- 
der of his military forces to those 
of Gen. Jose Figueres, leader of 
an. uprising against the Govern- 
ment, would be effected within 24 
hours. 

Picado prepared to leave the 
country as soon as possible. He 
turned over his power to a provi- 
sional government headed by San-

third Vice President. Herrera will 
serve as President until May 8, by 
which time a new provisional ‘gov- 
ernment was expected to be set up 
and functioning. 

Father Benjamin Nunez, repre- 
sentative of Figueres in negotia- 
tions to end the civil war, out- 
lined the new government’s pro- 
gram in an official document. 

It promised that social guaran- 
tees would be respected and labor 
laws would be expanded to include 
the right to strike. 

The published document also 
promised to speed a land distribu- 
tion program, assure the continu- 
ance of the “democratic system,” 
guarantee freedom of thought and 
speech and liberty of political ac- 
tion. 


AFL HEAD SAYS

WILL BE RESENTED 


Defends Right to Stop 
Work—UMW Men Say 


‘Dirty Deal’ and Wasn't 
So Bad.’ 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 20 
(AP)—United Mine Worker lead- 
ets said today it was “anybody’s 
guess’ what the miners would do 


about the $1,420,000 in fines slapped 
on the UMW and John L. Lewis. 


Already more than a fourth of 
the soft coal miners were idle in 
protest against the contempt of 
court conviction. 

Although Lewis and his UMW 
pulled out of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor last year, AFL Presi- 
dent William Green came to their 
defense in a statement, saying that 
punishment of labor or labor lead- 
ers for exercising the right to stop 
work “will cause resentment in the 
minds of those directly concerned 
and by those who are indirectly 
affected.”

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WASHINGTON, April 20 (UP) — 
Chairman Andrews of the House 
Armed Services Committee today 
revised his 10-through-26 draft bill 
to start inductions automatically 
90 days after the measures be- 
comes law.

Weber denied this. He said the 
board never complained to him of 
discipline or progress made by the 
pupils.

A proposed ordinance authoriz- 
ing the widening of Jefferson ave- 
nue from Market to Farrar street, 
a distance of about two miles, was 
approved today by the Board of 
Public Service for introduction in 
the Board of Aldermen. The pro- 
posed measure would also extend 


Jefferson one block from Farrar 
to Natural Bridge avenue. 

Members of the board said this 
was the first of the city’s major 
street improvement programs for 
the postwar period. It will be 
paid for from funds available from 
the 1944 bond issue. The improve- 
ment is part of the City Plan 
Commission's street program. 

Condemnation proceedings are 
authorized by the proposal, which 
would widen Jefferson from its 
present 60 feet to 100 feet between 
Market and Hebert streets and to 
80 feet from Hebert to Natural 
Bridge, a distance of only two 
blocks. 

Plans for the widening con- 
template condemning property on 
the east side of Jefferson between 
Market and Olive streets and on 
the west side of the street from 
Olive to Farrar. It was esti- 
mated that 18 months would be 
required to acquire the property 
by condemnation. 

No recent estimates of the cost 
of the project have been made, 
but when the widening was 
planned in 1944, it was estimated 
it would cost a total of $1,572,000.

FRITZ KUHN TRIED 
IN ABSENTIA, GETS 
10 YEARS AS NAZI 


MUNICH, Germany. April 20 
{(AP)—Fritz Kuhn, missing for- 
mer leader of the German-Ameri- 
can Bund, was convicted in absen- 
os today by a Bavarian de-Nazi- 
fication court as a major Nazi 
offender. 

The 5l-year-old German was 
sentenced to serve 10 years in a 
‘labor camp if he is ever found. 
He escaped from an internment 
camp at Dachau last Feb. 4. 

The German court reached its 
verdict after a five-hour trial 
made conspicuous by the absence 
‘of not only Kuhn but also of his 
lawyer and witnesses. 

Type trial was carried out entire- 

vy by the presentation of docu- 
ments which purported to show 
that Kuhn had close ties with 
Hitler's Third Reich and that he 
had tried to transplant its ide- 
cology into the United States. 

For his activities in the United 
States, Kuhn got into trouble and 
Was, convicted of embezzling the 

of his own bund. Then he 
was deported in 1945 te his native 
Munich, and his American citizen- 
ship was canceled. 

The court estimated the cost of 
the trial at 12,000 marks (roughly, 
$1200) and placed them on Kuhn. 
It ordered also that his entire 
fortune be confiscated except for 
3000 marks. There was no esti- 
mate as to how much Kuhn is

Real Test of Sentiment Will Show in Assem- 
bly Results—Proportional Representa- 
tion Slows That Count.

The returns for the Senate 
should be almost complete by to- 
night, but because the system of 
electing Senators is complex, it 
may take several days before the 
exact composition of the upper 
house is known. 

Transfer of Votes. 

The reason for this is that the 
new Italian Constitution provides 
that a candidate must get 65 per 
cent of the vote to be elected. If 
no one does, as will be the case 
in most contests, losing candi- 
dates will have to transfer their 
votes to another, somewhat as 
“favorite sons” yield to a com- 
promise candidate to create a ma- 
jority in an American political 
convention, 

This juggling of votes may take 
several days. 

The Senate is important—dquite 
aside from its law-making func- 
tion, which it 
Chamber of Deputies—because it 
must agree with the chamber on 
a president. It also may join with 
the chamber in granting or with- 
holding votes of confidence on 
which the life of a government 
depends. 


The president, as in many par- 
liamentary governments, is pri- 
marily a ceremonial figure. He 
has one important function—he 
picks a leader to form a govern- 
ment and become premier. 

It is possible, because of the 
complicated electoral procedure, 
that the Communist-dominated 
Popular Democratic Front may 
win an absolute majority in the 
Senate. This would enable the 
Communists to block the cham- 
ber’s choice of a president. 

Watch the Senate. 

Watch the Senate returns, 
therefore, to see whether the 
Popular Front wins an absolute 
majority. If it does, no one can 
predict the consequences. IF. it 
does not, you can focus on results 
in the Chamber of Deputies. 

Some results from the deputies’ 
contests will be reported tonight 
ind they should be complete by 
Thursday morning. 

Here is where the true measure 
of Italy’s opinion about Commu- 
nism will be reflected. Deputies 
are elected by proportional repre- 
sentation, which means the num- 
ber of seats each party receives 


HIS is designed to help Americans interpret results of the Italian 
election as they emerge in the next few days. 

There almost certainly will be no absolute winner. That could 
occur only if a single ticket should win more than 50 per cent of 
both the Senate and Chamber of Deputies.

Other Things to Watch. 

These are the main results, but 
some sideshow contests will be 
worth observing.

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Labor’s Responsibility 
Judge Goldsborough has fined John L. Lewis 
$20,000 and the United Mine Workers $1,400,000 
for contempt of court for failing to end the coal 
strike when ordered. 
The court’s decision here transcends in impor- 
tance the conviction and punishment of John L. 
Lewis and the United Mine Workers. Judge 
Goldsborough has enunciated an important new 
principle of law and policy and has in effect 


_ challenged the Supreme Court to sustain it. 


Judge Goldsborough declared: As long as a 
union is functioning as a union, it must be held 
responsible for the mass action of its members.” 
The idea that union members can walk out on 
their jobs regardless of the courts and the law, 
and without respect to a national emergency or 
the effect on the jobs of others, is too repug- 
nant to public policy to be tolerated. Lewis’ 
devious and crafty strategy of effecting the strike 
without formally calling it merely compounded 
the offense. 

Why must a union be held responsible for the 
mass action of its members? To protect the 
public from “lawlessness, chaos and ultimate 
anarchy.” 

But there is another reason: “You can't pre- 
serve a union any other way.” Unless a union 
accepts responsibility for ita. part in preserving 
order and a stable economy, then unions will 
have to be socialized. In other words, they will 
have to be destroyed.” 

This is strong talk. But is it not true? Is it 
not a fact that in Italy, for example, the failure 
of unions to observe responsibility was an im- 
portant factor ip bringing on the disorders which 
paved the way for Fascism? Only by accepting 
a fair responsibility for order and for the effi- 
cient functioning of the economy can unions as- 
sure their place in society. 

A union which sets its lawyers to work to 
effect a strike by stratagems, in violation of the 
law, invites repression. So, “when the court 
thinks that the union must be held responsible 
.. » the court is announcing a principle for the 
salvation of the unions themselves and their 
preservation, and the only rule which will save 
them from destruction.” : 

Judge Goldsborough said, This court has no 
means of knowing whether higher courts will 
accept this principle or not, but the court has 
no doubt about its soundness, not any.” Here 
he was clearly checking the matter up to the 
Supreme Court. | 

The Supreme Court has not always accepted 
the principle. In the case of the Teamsters’ 
Union in New York and in the Milk Wagon Driv- 
ers’ case in Chicago, the Supreme Court went 
much too far in exempting unions from fair re- 
sponsibility. It is time for the high court to 
assess against unions a similar measure of re- 

sponsibility as it assesses against others, and 
the case of John L. Lewis and the U.M.W.A. is 
a good one on which to begin. 

As Judge Goldsborough pointed out, the coal 
atrike case is being watched by every lawless 
element, not only in this country, but in the 
world. Above all, it is being watched by the 
rulers in nations which live not by democratic 
law but by the decrees of tyranny. They are 
watching the case, because from its outcome they 
may judge the strength, stability and solidarity 
of this Government. 

If the Supreme Court upholds Judge Golds- 
borough’s wise counsel, it will serve notice to the 
world that this democracy has the flexibility and

challenge from without. : 


Freedom Train on the Riverfront 
The decision to exhibit the Freedom Train on 
the riverfront is the right one. Stationed between 
Eads and MacArthur bridges, the train will draw 


many thousands of persons to historic ground, 
the site of the future memorial to westward ex- 


pansion. Any who find it impossible to wait in 
turn to go through the exhibits will at least have 
an excellent view of the train itself. Nowhere 
in the city can crowds be accommodated more 
easily and large numbers of cars be parked so 
close at hand. If all other arrangements for the 
visit of the Freedom Train are handled as well 
as the selection of the site, its weekend of June 
12-13 in St. Louis should be a huge success. 
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Votes for Washington 


If only for the sake of ridding itself of a mul- 
titude of trivial burdens, Congress ought to per- 
fect and adopt the Auchincloss recommendations 
for home rule in the District of Columbia. As 
things now stand, Congress must busy itself with 
every detail of city administration in Washing- 
ton down to issuing permits for hot-dog vendors. 

The national legislature will have a chance 
this week to take a long step toward ridding it- 
self of this burden. The District Home Rule bill 
was approved, 6-1, last week by a subcommittee 
and comes up before the full House District eom- 
mittee tomorrow. The Rules Committee is ready 
to get the measure to the floor by May 1. If 
adopted, it is planned to submit it to the people 
of the District in a referendum on Nov. 15. And 
that ought to take Congress fairly well out of 
local government. : : 

Last year, such work took up -no less than 
3000 congressional man-hours. If the national 
legislators do not end this waste, the people 
back home had better remind them they were 
not sent to Washington to be glorified aldermen. 

The problem is somewhat complicated because 
both state and municipal functions would fall to 
a District government, and also by the fact that, 
since Washington is its physical seat, the Fed- 
eral Government must have some voice in local 
affairs when they affect it directly. 

The Auchincloss bill suggests that these re- 
quirements can be met by a city manager form 
of government with a 12-member council, and 
by conferring on Congress the power to veto— 
within 60 daya—any local measures deemed to 
be in conflict with the national interest. 

This ultimate congressional overlordship would 
be modified by giving the District a non-voting 
member in the House of Representatives. He 
would be a member of the Joint District com- 
mittee, devoting almost all of his time to its af- 
fairs. This still would leave the residents of the 
federal enclave short of the status of state citi- 
zenship, but it would bring them considerably 
closer to being 100 per cent Americans, 

Although the area.was created because of the 
threat of rioting troops in Philadelphia to the 
Continental Congress, it was not the intent of 
the Founding Fathers to deprive its citizens of 
a voice in their own affairs. James Madison, in 
the Federalist, said that à municipal legislature 
for local purposes, derived from their own suf- 
frages, will, of course, be allowed them.” Such 
home rule was ended in 1874 when Civil War 
feelings still were high and the people of Wash- 
ington were regarded as Southerners at heart. 


After almost 75 years, that injustice should be 


wiped out. Further, Congress should recognize 


( ie 


that the people of the District ought to have a 
voice not only in local affairs, but also in those 
of the nation. They pay taxes and bear arms. 
They also should cast ballots. 
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Qualifications of a Keynoter 

The choice of Gov. Dwight H. Green of IIIi- 
nois to be the G. O. P. keynoter in June is a piece 
of skillful stage management. 

Gov. Green makes a good platform appear- 
ance. He holds a political audience. He has 
for more than seven years been busy delivering 
speeches at Lincoln day dinners and other party 
and public gatherings over the country. Within 
the last month, thousands of copies of “The 
Midwesterner,” a “biography,” paid for by a 
lug on state employes, have been sent to G.O.P, 
leaders, big and small, everywhere. 

All this is so much smoke screen which hides 
the character of the Green Administration at 
Springfield. It hides a record that is scarcely 
known at all outside Illinois. 

This buildup hides the fact that the Green 
Administration failed to protect the safety of 
the Centralla miners notwithstanding their per- 
sonal plea to him to “please save our lives.“, 

It hides the fact that the Green Administra- 
tion stacked the IIlinols Commerce Commission, 
which regulates publie utility rates, with party 
henchmen of the ward level. 

It hides the lengths to which the party bosses, 
under Gov. Green, have gone in requiring state 
employes and inspectors to act as party slush 


fund collectors among contractors, coal mine op- 


erators and other business men. 
It thoroughly obscures the low political trick 
of a stalking horse candidacy which was used to 
force Hugh W. Cross out of the primary and 
thus give the appearance of an “unopposed” 
third-term nomination for Dwight Green. 
Notably, Gov. Green is identified with none of 
the leading contenders for the nomination, Thus, 
his selection gives no advantage to Dewey, Taft, 
Stassen or any other of the avowed candidates, 
The selection of the Illinois Governor as key- 
noter shows how afraid the national Republican 
bosses are of Senator Vandenberg. They passed 
him by, although he was a logical choice, be- 
cause they feared that the Michigan Senator 
might make a speech which would ignite the 
convention and lead to his own nomination. The 


bosses want no keynoter who will take the ulti- 


mate selection out of their own hands. 

By selecting Dwight Green as keynoter, the 
G.O.P. leaders give a preview of the kind of 
the tightly-managed convention they have every 
intention of running. 
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Something for the Irate 

Certain errors in the known methods of count- 
ing fish, as described by a Canadian zoologist 
at Dalhousie university, ought to pacify some 
people.

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Defeat for the Bill of Rights 

By a vote of 5-to-4, the Supreme Court has 
upheld the criminal conviction of Roy Bute in 
La Salle County (III.) Circuit Court, although 
the defendant did not have benefit of counsel to 
advise him of his rights and to look into the 
facts. The division in the Supreme Court was 
the commonest one: Vinson, Reed, Frankfurter, 
Jackson and Burton vs. Black, Douglas, Murphy 
and Rutledge. 

Bute was charged with taking indecent liber- 
ties with small children. This is, as Justice 
Douglas said in his dissent, ‘a most repulsive 
crime.” But it is also, as the dissenters pointed 
out, “an accusation easy to be made and hard to 
be proved, and harder to be defended by the 
party accused though ever so innocent.” Indeed, 
it may well be argued that because of the chance 
of mistaken identity in a charge of this sort, 
courts are under particular obligation to see that 
a defendant is provided with counsel. 

For a while longer at least, a narrow majority 
of the highest tribunal is content to accept this 
flouting of the spirit of the federal Bill of Rights 
by a state like Illinols. Justice Burton, who 
gave the majority opinion, agreed that Bute 
would have had counsel in a federal case. But, 
he argued, in state cases the Supreme Court 
must allow wide latitude even though it means 
the denial of a protection so basic as right to 
counsel, So until the Illinois bench and bar 
sweep away the “labyrinth of blind alleys,” 
Illinois justice will continue to be as bad as Jus- 


. tice Rutledge said it was in a recent case. 


Let Justice Burton, Chief Justice Vinson and 
their three associates cling to the view that the 
Supreme Court has little or no responsibility in 
the protection of trial rights. We believe that 
many thousands of citizens will join Justice 
Douglas in thinking that “the Bill of Rights is 
applicable to all courts at all times.” 
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Next Sunday will usher in daylight saving 
time, giving St. Louisans an extra play hour 
daily, which some of them will employ in com- 
posing spirited protests against it.

A Possible Margarine Victory 

On the defensive at last, dairy-state Congress- 
men have offered to repeal the punishing taxes 
on margarine for one year. They expect the pub- 
lic to lose interest, whereupon the taxes would 
go in effect again. Advocates of repeal reject 
this “compromise.” They can afford to reject it 
because their cause is as popular as it is just. 

For 62 years, the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee has stopped every bill to repeal the marga- 
rine taxes. Petitions to bring tabled bills to a 
House vote require the signatures of a majority 
of the membership. Successful discharge peti- 
tions are rare. This year, however, so many in- 
dignant citizens urged their Congressmen to 
sign the margarine petition that it had 218 
names in near-record time. 

Thus, a repeal bill has overcome the dairy 
bloc’s first line of defense for the first time. The 
bill, however, must still win the scheduled House 
vote next Monday and then it must carry in the 
Senate, where the dairy bloc is also powerfully 
entrenched. If popular pressure continues high 
enough on the members of both chambers, the 
battle can be won this year. 

In the interest of fair play and freedom of en- 
terprise, in the interest of ending the nuisance 
and waste of coloring margarine in the kitchen, 
the effort is worth the trouble.

At Montevideo in 
1933, the Good Neigh- 
bor Policy was really 
initiated by the United 
States promising to 
drop intervention in 
her neighbors’ af- 
fairs, to confer with 
Latin American re- 
publics concerning tariffs, and to use no 
force in collecting debts. 


The United States learned in the war 
that without the strategic bases loaned by 
Latin Amerjcan republics and the raw 
products received from them, it would 
have been impossible to defeat the Axis in 
so brief a time, The Latin Americans dis- 
covered that without the United States they 
could hardly have dared expect to escape 
from Axis dominance, 


Other Things to Worry About 


The United States, however, subsequent- 
ly became involved in the organization of 
the United Nations and in postwar recon- 
struction, seeming to forget its American 
neighbors. The special conference at Rio 
de Janeiro to make a permanent treaty out 
of the temporury Act of Chapultepec was 
postponed time after time at the request 
of the United States. An economic confer- 
ence planned to work out the details of aid 
by the United States for industrialization 
of Latin America, was not called. New

cal leaders like Harold Stassen said that, 
with the United Nations, there would no 
longer be any place for the Pan-American 
system. 

The United States delegation at Rio in 
1947 under Secretary of State Marshall in-

for continental defense. There were other 
subjects, however, that other delegations 
desired to discuss: disarmament, economic 
relations, Pan-American Union reorganiza- 
tion, Communism. 


Did the Chapultepec and Rio agreements 
mean that the Latin Americas were ready 
to commit themselves to backing the United 
States in a possible third World War? They 
found themselves in the position of being 
“damned if they did and damned if they 
didn’t.” For their own safety they felt they 
must join with the United States in defense 
of the continent. 


Plan for Standardizing Arms 


At the same time, they felt sure that 
promising co-operation with the United 
States in an arms program meant subjuga- 
tion both to their big neighbor and to the 
military dictatorships in their own coun- 
tries. In an effort to be loyal to continen- 
tal defense and at the same time avoid the 
evils of armament programs, they passed 
a resolution decldring that “no stipulations 
of this treaty nor any of the obligations 
created under it should be interpreted as 
justifying excessive armaments,” 


This resolution undoubtedly referred to 
the often expressed fears of the proposal 
of President Truman, for the United States 
to aid in standardizing the arms of all 
American republics and to educate their 
military leaders in this country, Even the 
State Department had opposed this pro- 
posal, which originated in the War De- 
partment. Fortunately, it was not passed. 


The Jnter-American Defense Board, cre- 
ated during the war, and still functioning 
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in Washington, has submitted a draft treaty 
for eee e ge at Bogota. It proposes a 
permanent Inter-American Defense Council. 


The treaty does not go as far as the Tru- 
man plan, since it provides only for study 
and advice, But the preponderant military 
power of this country and the danger of 
dictators’ securing arms to use against 
their liberal opponents, will assure a live- 
ly debate. 


What Should a Government Do? 


The economic plight of many Latin Amer- 
ican countries has become desperate, what 
with their inability by themselves to tackle 
inflation, and also inability to raise tariffs 
because of outdated trade agreements with 
the United States, Also they face the im- 
possibility of buying needed machinery 
from us to restore war-warn factories, the 
sharp curtailing of financial aid by the 
Export-Import Bank, the preoccupation of 
Washington with European relief. 


The United States during the war put 
great pressure on Latin American countries 
to change their economic organization fun- 
damentally, to provide the large quantities 
of raw materials which this country for- 
merly secured from sections later domi- 
nated by Japan and Germany, After the 
war it was impossible to return to normal 
conditions without help from the country 
that requested the original shift. 


Southern ‘republics, it is true, had ac- 
cumulated large balances in the United 
States, with which they planned to buy new 
industrial and agricultural machinery to 
rehabilitate their equipment. But the United 
States now would not sell the machinery, 
and would not buy their products. And if 
it insisted on the old Hull trade agree- 
ments, meant for the days before prices 
had skyrocketed, so that tariffs could not 
be raised to protect infant Latin industries, 
and if these situations brought on hunger, 
strikes, revolution and more inflation, 
what could a government do? 


Struggle With Russia Is Feared 


All of these complicated questions must 
be faced at Bogota. 
icanism will go back to the old pre-Good- 
Neighbor-Policy-days, when diplomatic din- 
ners were more important than food for 
the people. 

Communism, like disarmament, was not 
on the original agenda. But some of the 
dictator countries like the Dominican Re- 
public’ may propose the condemnation of 
Communism. The proposal gives them ex- 
cuse to persecute their opponents and sup- 
posedly win favor with Washington. 


The danger of using the Bogota meeting 
as an attack on Communism js that large 
sections of Latin Americans see Commu- 
nism as primarily an attack on Latin 
American dictatorships and foreign im- 
perialism, and do not connect it with sym- 
pathy toward the political system of Rus 
aia. 

Latin Americans are extremely anxious 
not to be drawn into any struggle between 
the United States and Ryssia. Wise states- 
manship will keep the Ninth Pan-American 
Conference wresting vigorously with the 
great inter-American problems.

The author, a first-rate military historian, 
agreed to write this semi-official history 
of the Marines’ part in the war with Japan 
after three stipulations: free access to the 
official files; permission to check with eye- 
witnesses on the files whenever deemed 
necessary; that there be no censorship 
except for accuracy. The Marine Corps 
accepted his conditions and told him to hop 
to it. The result is a splendid book and 
what must be a unique achievement in the 
military history field. 

A gifted writer as well as a scrupulous 
researcher, Fletcher Pratt has written an 
excellent story of the Marines’ bloody trek 
up the long Pacific road from Guadalcanal 
to Okinawa. Outstanding is his use of 
Japanese records and documents to reveal 
the enemy strategy and tactics, There is 
much fresh material in the book, for in- 
stance the revelation that Admiral Norman 
Scott’s death on the Atlanta was due to 
misdirected shell fire from the badly crip-

He will 
inspect the City Art Museum, Jef- 
ferson Memorial, the Monsanto

seum, plans a similar tour of 
Great Britain. . 

Gharpure was commissioned by 
the government of Bombay to 
build up a free technical library 
of models and exhibits showing the 
origin and development of each 
branch of industrial science, he 
said.

The defense minis- 
ters of Britain, France and Bene- 
ux—Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg—will be con- 
vened whenever it is considered 
necessary to execute military pro- 
visions of the Treaty of Brussels

He 
asserted the resolution was aimed 
at protecting American commer- 
cial interests. 

The resolution as finally ap- 
proved by the full conference in- 
cludes the following points: 

“That everyone shall have the 
right to freedom of thought and 
expression; this shall include free- 
dom to hold opinion without inter- 
ference and to seek. receive and 
impart information and ideas by 
any means and regardless of fron- | 
tiers. | 
“The right of news personnel to 
have the widest possible access to 
sources of information, to travel 
unhampered in pursuit thereof, 
and to transmit copy without un- 
reasonable or discriminatory. limi- 
tations, should be guaranteed by 
action on the national and inter- 
national plane. 

“It is the moral obligation of 
the press and other agencies of

ASE Q-217: Arne L., aged 47, is the owner of a small 
retail store. 
“He is cruel and inconsiderate,” his wife told me. “He 
acctises me of running around with other men, which is an 
—— absolute falsehood. He tells my 
young daughters that I never was 
any good before he married me. 


“Then he will curse at me and 
say I am crazy. He says he'll have 
me locked up in an insane asylum 
for the rest of my life. He has 
kept this up until I am really 
afraid of losing my mind. Dr. 
Crane, I do have a lot of fears 
and complexes, for I am now 44, 
and probably a menopausal wife, 
but I’m not losing my mind, am I?” 


NO, THIS WOMAN is not losing her mind. Then why does 
Arne accuse her so frequently of being mentally unbalanced? 
He is guilty of what we call “projection” or passing the buck. 

This is a common mechanism and appears in our childhood. 
If a youngster bumps his shin against the chair, he scolds the 

chair and maybe gives it a final retaliatory kick. He will not 

admit that his own awkwardness brought his sore shin, Hus- 
bands also pass the buck in this fashion by blaming their 
wives,.and wives often excuse their untidy homes by blaming 
the husband and childreh. 

Sometimes there may be a germ of truth in the accusation, 
but not enough to warrant the reiterated charges. Arne knows 
that his wife has some of the common fears of the menopausal 
woman, so he uses this fact as the basis for his daily charge 
that she is crazy.

SINCE ARNE “doth protest too much” about this matter 
of insanity, it is wise to reverse his charges and see if he isn’t 
worried about the very thing of which he accuses her. 

He tells her she runs around with other men. Then he 
adds the accusation about insanity. 

Here is the real situation: Arne himself had been running 
around with immoral women. His wife didn’t know this fact. 
But I learned the story when I found that he had syphilis. 


Syphilitic patients are prone to fear insanity, for the germ 
which causes this venereal disease, frequently attacks the 
brain. One of the common types of insanity, called paresis, is 
due to syphilis of the brain. 

Arne, therefore, is really the person who fears insanity. 
And Arne is the one who has been guilty of immorality. In 
his irritation andeconscience-stricken moods, he bitterly accuses . 
his innocent wife. 

And he obtains a crue! delight in making her, cry and 
upsetting her peace of mind till she actually thinks she is 
mentally unbalanced. Whenever you innocent people find 
yourself a victim of an exaggerated and persistent attack, begin 
to suspect the party who is making the false charges. He is 
often guilty of projection. 

Besides, Arne’s vigorous offense made a convenient smoke 
ecreen behind which to hide his own faults, and keep his wife 
on the defensive so she wouldn't think to reverse the charges.

Latchstring Out for Latin- Americans 


Good Neighbor Committee Pays More Than Lip Service to ldea—Romance Frequently Blooms 


By Georgé McCue 


HE Good Neighbor policy, 
which is accorded ceremonious 
fanfare on Pan-American Day 
and the rest of the year has a 
rather erratic existence, is a going 
thing in St. Louis. © 
Here a well-disposed group 


called the Good Neighbor Com- 


mittee keeps the latchstring out 
for Latin-American visitors, At 
its monthly méetings Latins and 
students of Spanish of St. Louis 
and other nearby communities en- 
ergetically practice languages on 
each other. Its numerous fluent 
linguists frequently accompany 
the visitors about town as inter- 
preters on business errands. In 
their individual capacities, com- 
mittee members entertain Latins 
at home, often extending them- 
selves to measure up to standards 
of hospitality as they have ex- 
perienced it south of the border. 


The committee is a big and 
heterogeneous group of about 750 
members, mostly students, teach- 
ers, business and professional 
people. It is a function of the St. 
Louis Regional Inter-American 
Center, founded five years ago to 
co-ordinate work of business and 
cultural organizations interested 
in inter-American affairs in this 
area, 7 

Citizens of the 20 republics be- 
tween the Rio Grande and Cape 
Horn stream in and out of St. 
Louis in greater numbers than 
is generally realized. Many of 
them drop in every month or two 
on buying and selling missions. 
They place orders for sugar mills, 
shoes, electric motors, rock crush- 
ers, paper, even chili sauce. They 
sell us tropical woods, sugar, 
corned beef, coffee and other pro- 
ducts of Latin soil and industry. 
Even with the dollar shortage 
growing acute, their purchases ac- 
count for most of the approxi- 
mately $300,000,000 in foreign- 
bound goods sold every year in 
the St. Louis area. 


This region also has a fairly 
large Latin population in its 
junior colleges and universities, 
including technicians here fpr ad- 
vanced studies, and undergrad- 
uates. 

Every month Good Neighbor 
Committee members and a good 
preportion of the available Latins 
meet at St. Louis University Arts 
and Science Men's Lounge, Usually 
one of the visitors: gives a bi- 
lingual talk about his country.

The Tapias, charter members, met 
at the old Spanish Club, a pre- 
cursor to the committee.

Mrs. Rayburn is a native of 
Guadalajara, Mexico. She some- 
times can be persuaded to relate 
how an Irish contractor from St. 
Louis defied Guadalajara tradition 
and insisted on talking it over 
with her parents without first 
submitting to being sized up while 
strumming outside the window. 
Mrs. Rayburn's mother also had 
married an Irishman, named 
Fowler, and her grandmother 
married an O'Reilly, facts lending 
substance to a widely held belief 
that there is a natural affinity be- 
tween the Latin and Gaellic peo- 
ples. Mrs. Rayburn teaches Span- 
ish at Washington University, 
candidly confesses that her daugh- 
ter, Carmen, never studied it. 

A more recent inter-American 
marriage was that of Consuelo 
Emilia Uribe of Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, with Charles H. Wise of 
University City, an insurance 
agent. The story of how it came 
about brings up some good ex- 
amples of how this community’s 
well organized Latin-American 
hospitality system works.

resident smoothed registration 
formalities, Next morning, 
Miss Hildegarde Stanze, the Cen- 
ter's secretary, arrived to conduct 
Miss Uribe to Webster College. In 
the taxi ride of a half-hour or s0, 
the Venezuelan had her first Eng- 
lish lesson. Miss Stanze identified 
various objects along the way — 
lamp posts, automobiles, houses, 
men, women — as Miss Uribe 
worked at pronouncing and re- 
membering the words. By time 
they reached the college, she could 
say “How do you do?” to the nun 
who welcomed her. But there 
were further complications. It 
seemed Miss Uribe had arrived 
ahead of the fall opening and liv- 
ing quarters at the school were 
not yet available.

Mrs. Rayburn invited her guest 
to the Good Neighbor meetings.

BRUSSELS. 

HERE was an amusing com-

Russia’s refusal, a few days 
before the elections in Italy, to 
consider the Allied proposals of 
returning Trieste to the Italians.
